Reductions in the gas and elec- 
tric rates of Pacific Gas and Elec- 
totalling $5million 


a year were announced today by 


Commissioner Ray C. Wakefield 
of the California Railroad Com- 


mission. 
The new lower rates will become 
October. The 


savings to electric customers of 
the company throughout its en- 
tire system in northern California 
will be approximately $2million 
and to the gas customers of 
$3million. 

Most of the reductions will ap- 
ply to dometic and commercial 
customers. Suggestions which 
were given the Commission by 
representatives of cities during 
the ten regional conferences held 
last month, will have considera- 
tion in the application of the new 
schedule of rates. Engineers of 
the Commission and of the com- 
pany are now making studies t 
determine the exact new rates. 

“This is the largest single re- 
duction ever made by the Calif- 
ornia Railroad Commission on 
utility's rates in the 28-year life 
of the Railroad Commission”, 
said Mr. Wakefield. 

“The reduction is made possible 
largely through increased earn- 
ings brought about by greater 
customer use during the last

year. The Commission’s policy of 
continuous investigation brings 
the increased earnings promptly 
tc the Commission’s attention. 
This reduction follows downward 
adjustments in utility rates made 
annually for the last five years. 

“Tax payments made by the Pa- 
cific Gas and Electric Company 
to the Federal, State and _ local 
governments is the largest single 
item of expense to the company, 
even exceeding labor costs. Both 
items have been substantially in- 
creased within the last six months. 
During the progress of this study 
a revision of the Federal income 
tax statute has increased the re- 
quirements of Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company by $1million. 
Further Federal tax increases are 
imminent. The Commission has 
determined the present reductions 
of $5million is just and reason- 
able. It will continue this study 
of the company’s operations dur- 
the next six months and at the 
end of that period will review the 
effect upon the company’s earn- 
ings of the reductions now made. 
Consideration will then be given 
to the question whether or not 
further reductions can be effected 
under conditions then prevailing”.

National Defense 


Down through the years since the guns of Lex- 
ington dictated the first paragraphs of the saga, 
the defense of America has been the prime con- 
cern of those whose eyes have seen the promise 
of the future through the perils of the present. 
That defense met the menace of military might on 
the fields of Yorktown. It met the menace of @ 
false belief on the fields of Gettysburg. 

There is something of both Gettysburg and of 
‘yorktown in the crisis of today. Certainly the ae- 
fense of America has a military side. Both the 
men and materials of war must be prepared to 
meet any threat. Yet, in a very real sense, Ameri- 
ca’s way of life is in greater danger than its 
shores. 

Staggering as are the assaults of diving Stukas 
and speeding Panzer tanks, they are but trans- 
ient perils compared to the assaults of a dictator’s 
way of life. Badly tarnished and often neglected, 
the laws of right have yet been the laws of na- 
tions. The dictator’s ideology repeals those laws, 
it twists them and tears them, it burns them and 
iblasphemes them. It raises in their place the idols 
of state right and state might. 

The American way of life must be defended trom 
internal dangers as well. The banners of liberty, 
justice, and equality are thin and fragile. Their 
threads are easily torn by the blustery winds of 
hysterical patriotism. The very hands that raise 
the standards high may tear them into shreds. By 
the most cynical of all paradoxes, the very truggle 
for liberty may end liberty for decades to come. 

In the days of Valley Forge, the miltary defense 
of America seemed a hopeless mirage. To all but 
a tall Illinois lawyer steaming eastward on his in- 
augural train, the spiritual defense of America 
seemed a lost cause. We must, in these uncertain 
days of 1940, have the courage of a Washington 
and the spiritual trength of a Lincoln. We must 
man the outer walls and the inner ramparts.
